Did you ever have anything| c 
in your mind that weighed you 
down so heavily that you felt 
you could scarcely carry it any 
longer? Have you met a special 
friend and unburdened your 
-heart to that friend in perfect 
confidence and then when it 
was done you felt a sweet re- 
lief? I presume almost every 
one has had an experience sim- 
ilar to the one described. 


We who have been converted 
know what a relief came to 
our poor broken, burdened 
hearts when we at last poured 
out the heart confessions of 
our guilt as a sinner to God. 
And we know the saying is true 
that if we confess our sins God 
is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins. We know what a 
change came over. us at that 
time. Confession is good to- 
day, but it is not a good thing 
to tell every mean thing we 
have done right out in public. 
Some have gone on extremes 
and blazed loose and exposed 
themselves to the shame of the 
speaker and the embarrass- 
ment of the hearers. 


of humble confession § that 
should not always be ignored. 
It‘ is said that there are three’ 
things that have made the 
Catholic church a power in his- 
tory. These are its unity, its 
dogma, and its confessional. 
The Church of God has pros- 
pered largely because it has 
taken every good thing that 
other churches practiced that 
was considered Scriptural. 
There is no prejudice existing 
so it has been comparatively 
easy to accept and appropriate 
good practices of other church- 
es. A few times I have heard 
objections raised to some move- 
ments because they said, “The 
———o that way and I 
don’t think we should pattern 
after them.” But this has been 
few and far between. We have 
made it a rule to obey the Scrip- 
tures even if we were accused 
of taking it from others. 


I suppose we have some ways 
of the Catholics, and some ways 
of many of the Protestant 
churches, but some one said if 
they were all put together they 
would have about all of the Bi- 
ble any way. So if we get 
something from the Bible and 
it happens to be the very thing 
practiced by Catholics, surely 
we would not want to ignore it 
because they found it and prac- 
ticed it before we did. On the 
other hand, if we happen _ to 
know of the practices of the 
Catholics and then examine the 
Bible to see if it is in harmony 
with it, and find that it is, sure- 
ly it would not be thought in- 
consistent to appropriate it to 
our use, although it was pre- 
sented to us first by the Cath- 
olics. 

Although the “confessional” 
of the Catholic church may be 
extreme and absurd as prac- 
ticed today (but I do not say it 

_is). there may be something 
good in it that would be good 
for us to practice. Whether 
there is or is not it remains a 
fact that people want some- 
thing more than preaching. 
There is a craving in the human 
heart that is never satisfied 
without coming in closer touch 
with some spiritual adviser 


comfort and the help that does 

not come to them when it is 
handed out wholesale. Thus 
the pastor should hold himself 
open to help troubled people 
day and night, and mingle with 
his flock in a way that they can 
feel free to pour out their hearts 
to him and receive the neces- 
sary good advice and counsel 
and sympathy. And he should 
hold such things in perfect con- 
fidence and never tell them to 
any one nor refer to such things 
in the pulpit in a way to appear 
personal so as to grieve those 
with whom he has mingled dur- 
ing the week. 


Years ago I read a book that 
told of a pastor who instituted 
what he called the Open Door 
which swung open every Sun- 
day afternoon to troubled peo- 
ple. I did not think so much 
about it then, but after years 
of experience I feel sure he was 
on the right line. I believe 
there should be a place in the 
ministry of every church where 
men and women may pour out 
their hearts and be sure of a 
sympathetic hearing and a 
Christ like ministry.’ There are 
many, many sunshiny men 
and women who are carrying 
burdens in their hearts that 
they would love to tell to some 
one if they could only have the 
assurance of sympathy and a 
sincere, sacred word of counsel. 
What a relief it would bring no 
one knows except those who 
have tried it. 


Many dear ones have come to 
me for comfort, and because I 
showed signs of sympathy they 
ventured to pour it all out, and 
many have been the times that 
I have heard them say, “I feel 
better,” or ““O how good I feel,” 
even before I gave them a word 
of counsel or advice. And many 
more have gone away perfectly 
satisfied and happy just because 
they could unburden their 
hearts by the means of what 
might be termed a “confession- 
al.” 


It seems that I can never for- 
get the first time 1 gave oppor- 
tunity for confidential talks at 
the Assembly. Just as we were 
about to dismiss for dinner (and 
that day we had a free dinner 
at the church), I instructed 
them about the arrangement 
for the dinner and said, ‘‘as for 
myself I expect to just give my- 
self to the people during the 
noon hour.” I did not think 
just what it would mean, but I 
learned that day more fully 
what I had known before, that 
people have burdens and ques- 
tions that are never expressed 
openly. I was kept so busy 
during that noon hour relieving 
the burdened hearts and sym- 
pathizing with them, giving 
them counsel and advice, that 
I missed my dinner. But I did 
not care so long as I could be 
a blessing like that. People who 
are wise and sensitive will nev- 
er tell their burdens out openly, 
and they will carry them with 
them to their graves before they 
will tell them to one whom they 
are afraid to trust or who will 
not sympathize with them. My 
sympathetic heart is always 
touched and stirred with every 
heart that is burdened and 
broken. I am always with them 
in their trouble and distress 
whether I can do them any 


me either by letter or in person. 
I tell you, people must tell it to 
somebody or they will never get 
rid of their heart aches. 

It is not always sin or crime 
that wants to be confessed, but 
it is often some moral perplexi- 
ty in which their lives have be- 
come entangled. The soul that 
is caught in a thicket of doubt 
and fear wants release. And 
very often the release comes 
only as an honest confession 
is made to some one who can be 
trusted. “Tell it to God,” says 
some one. Yes, it is all right 
to tell it to God, but my obser- 
vation teaches me that it does 
not always bring relief to tell it 
to God alone—it has to be told 
to some one who may take it to 
the Lord for them. People 
often have to have help to lay 
down their burdens. And this 
help can only be given by one 
who can enter into the deepest 
sympathy with the troubled 
soul. And a betrayal of confi- 
dence on the part of the one 
who is supposed to be the bur- 
den bearer would make the bur- 
den heavier to bear than ever. 


But there are many things 
that people know that should 
not be talked. A minister would 
be a poor pastor that would 
peddle about among his con- 
gregation what had been told 
him by some one for the pur- 
}pose of getting relief. I have 
heard of a few instances where 
the pastor was so unwise as to 
tell others what trouble a cer- 
tain brother or sister was in, 
and it ruined the intent en- 
tirely and the burdened soul 
was put under serious embar- 
rassment. A pastor that can- 
not keep such things from 
others is not the best kind of 
a pastor. 


Now, you may call this a 
Catholic confessional if you 
want to, but every pastor 
should be in such close touch 
with his members that he can 
relieve the burdened hearts in 
his congregation in this way 
when this is the way to do it. 
I believe many disturbances in 
the Church can be quieted and 
settled forever through this kind 
of a channel. Serious domes- 
tic disturbances have been 
averted, and not infrequently 
have some been saved from dis- 
honor,-and many have been the 
hearts that have been set at 
rest. 


I believe the Church of God 
should have the best and most 
sympathetic ministers in the 
world. We are professing a 
high grade of religion and why 
should we not have an army of 
the most noble ministers who 
can suddenly drop down to the 
very deepest recesses with a 
troubled heart and hear their 
troubles and never tell them to 
any body else? In giving in- 
structions to a certain minister 
just before starting to a certain 
place to attend to some very 
important ministerial duties I 
told him to be sure and hear 
everything but do not talk them. 
“Just be a hearer,’ I said. I did 
not want him to tell what any 
of the members told him. I 
knew if -he did he would not be 
able to get the business at- 
tended to as he should. A pas- 
tor that is unwise in this re- 
spect can stir up more strife and 
trouble than he can manage in 
a few hours time. 


Some one may say, “People 
who have the Holy Ghost do 
not have such burdens and trou- 
bles that they will need to tell 
them to any body.” But, be- 
loved, this is a mistake, they do 
have them. They are honest 
and sincere and they meet with 
disappointments the same as 
other people, and while they 


have the Holy Ghost yet they 
are only human and they are 
subject to human disturbances

good or not. I try to help every 
troubled soul that comes to 


and troubles. Not long since 
a certain minister, who is 


always free and apparently 
never has a cloud to pass 
over his sky, came to me 
with such a burden that he 
eould hardly carry it. He told 
me all about it and when he 
was through he said, “Now I 
feel relieved.” And this was 
spoken before I gave him a 
word of counsel or advice. And 
I never did advise him. I only 
said, ‘‘We will pray about it, God 
will help us.” That was enough. 
The victory was won. He only 
needed to tell it, that was all. 
Doubtless there are thousands 
in the same fix. They just need 
to tell it to one that knows 
enough to not pass it on to 
some one else, but take it 
off the burdened soul and not 
pass it on. 


Jesus is looked upon and 
spoken of as being the great 
burden bearer. Then if we 
are His ambassadors should it 
be thought a thing incredible 
for us to take His place and 
bear the burdens of others? 
Listen! Did not Paul say, “Bear 
ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfil the law of Christ?” We 
are here in Christ’s stead to 
help the people carry their bur- 
dens and sorrows away from 
them. And in many cases the 
only way we can get them freed 
is to give them a chance to pour 
out their hearts to us until they 
are entirely empty. Then let 
it pass by and don’t talk it to 
others, but just lay it over out 
of the way so it ‘will not bother 
you neither the one who gave 
it to you. 


I wish to make an appeal to 
our ministers to always be 
sympathetic and gentle. Jesus 
had compassion on the multi- 
tude and he always showed a 
heart of sympathy for those who 
were in trouble, and fed them 
when they were hungry, healed 
them when they were sick, 
broke up a funeral procession 
by raising the son of a widow 
from the dead, and always ap- 
peared gentle and kind. When 
the disciples rebuked, Jesus 
said, Do not do it. He always 
showed that kind, loving, gen- 
tle disposition. He came not 
to be ministered unto, but to 
minister. We should follow His 
examples. 


The more I think about it the 
more thoroughly I am _ con- 
vinced that the pastors ought 
to give more time to their mem- 
bers. There is much more to 
being a pastor than mere 
preaching. Personal sympathy 


sonal free-hearted conversa- 
tion without talking about ev- 
ery thing will help to lift up the 
burdened soul. A pastor should 
conduct himself in a manner 
that no one would look upon 
him with suspicion when he 
happens to call at a home at a 
time the husband is out, or 
when seen in convérsation with 
a woman. I am sure this can be 
done. And on the other hand 
people should not look upon 
others with a suspicious eye. 
All such as this should not be 
noticed or thought of. Re- 
member it has been said by a 
good man, ‘‘Unto the pure all 
things are pure: but unto them 
that are defiled and unbelieving 
is nothing pure; but even their 
mind and conscience is defiled.” 
(Titus 1:15), 


It is easy for some people to 
talk more than they should. 
Too much talk ‘will very often 
make you feel bad in your heart. 
People of deep thought do not 
talk as much as those who live 
more on the surface of life. The 
wise man said, “A fool uttereth 
all his mind: but a wise man 
keepeth it in till afterwards.” 
(Prov. 29:11) It is right to talk 
about right things, but even 
too much talk about right

To the Ministers and Clerks of the 
Churches of God in Mississippi— 
Greetings: 

It is very important at this time 
for us to do all things in a business 
like way for the Master and for the 
Church of God. I notice in Rom. 12: 
11, that Paul admonishes us not to 
be slothful in business as well as fer- 
vent in spirit. Some of our people 
seem to be very spiritual and never 
miss a chance of going to services 
and will testify every time they get 
the opportunity but when it comes to 
the business side of the question they 
seem to think that any old way will 
do. 


First, I would like to impress on 
the minds of the ministers that it is 
not our object to see how many 
churches we can set in order, al- 
together, but we want to set them in 
order so they will stand when Jesus 
comes. Some of our preachers were 
so anxious to make their work show 
up last year that they set churches 
in order without the proper material. 
They soon go down so it gives us 
more trouble to keep up with them. 
I would like to get you to see that it 
would be better to bring what church- 
es we have up to the standard than 
it would to set new churches in order. 

There are a good many - of the 
churches in Mississippi that do not 
report at all, and some that never 
send in any tithes to help keep up 
their pastor. Now, I am sure that we 
do not want to be like the cow bird, 
do we? 


The pastors should encourage the 
people to send their tithes in.

It is remarkably wonderful to see 
hew anxious new converts are to 
obey the Word of God and especially 
ig this true with those who receive 
the experience of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. There seems to be a 
continual fear that they will leave 
something undone that God would 
have them do and for one with this 
experience to feel otherwise woyld be 
out of harmony with the Word. It is 
true all loyal Christians want to be 
doers of the Word and not hearers 
only. Yes, and this class of Chris- 
tians are those who do the Word, not 
only hear, but it is a very easy mat- 
ter in these days for even the very 
beat of Christians (if not very dili- 
gent) to neglect to do some of the 
Word. In James 1:22, we find these 
words, “Be ye doers of the word, and 
mot hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.” According to this Scripture 
ene is duty bound to do (perform) 
all the Word he hears. It is not so 

* much a matter of how much light we 
gee on the Word of God but the im- 
portant part of the matter is the do- 
ing of that which we have heard and 
geen. 

It is not our purpose te narrate the 
lives and shortcomings of other re 
ligious movements but we shall dwell 
on the Church of God and her sub- 
jects, not with any object of personat- 
img any one but that we may awake 
“pome to action on some important 
dimes that seem to be only hearers of 
‘the Word. 


It affords us much joy to know 
God's smiles of approval are on us as 
‘a church and not a few are scaling 
the heights of the Christian experi- 
ences. They can do this enly by 
continual obedience to the Word of 
God and while some are scaling the 
heights of the Christian experiences, 
doubtless, there are many others who 
are not making such good progress 
and the secret of the trouble is the 
failure to obey (do) all the Word 
they have heard. When we became 
members of the Church of God we 
covenanted to stand by her teachings 
and practice them and her teachings 
are all Bible teachings. 

It may be that some are not as 
well informed as others but suffice to 
say that all know the principal 
teachings. The laws of our country 
say, “Ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse,” and many have suffered the 
penalty of the law because they did 
not know and we can truthfully say, 
Ignorance of the teachings of the 
Church of God which are all Bible 
does not excuse any. Though she is 
not rigid in her laws ‘as the laws of 
our country are, yet many are suffer- 
ing the penalty of neglecting to do 
the things they have heard. It isthe 
duty of the local authorities to pro, 
mulgate in detail the teachings of the 
church but as the members do not 
have to be driven to duties’ action, 
these authorities do not have to en- 
force these rules. God’s loyal follow- 
ers are those who love to ebey His 
Word (do it), and when one fails to 
ebey, it shows a lack of love for God 
and His church, 

Real Bible conversion makes one 
eligible for membership in the Church 
ef God with the promise to continue 
on and obtain the other experiences. 
This is binding due to the fact that 
for one to stop there, it would surely 
mean defeat. The other’ teachings 
are just as binding in their places as 
this, in order that each member may 
grow and thrive spiritually and it is 
for this purpose that continual efforts 
care put forth to bring all up to the 
‘practice of all the teachings of the 
ebureb, 


Divine healing is hetd sacred and 
dear to us and we love to practice 
this teaching. While there are some, 
doubtless, who are weak on this im- 
portant part they who let the Lord 
heal them are blessed for it. If you 
have heard the Word on divine heal- 
ing and are not doing it, that is, prac- 
ticing the experience, you are deceiv- 
ing your own self. Deceive means 
to mislead or cause to err. On one 
occasion Jesus said, “Take heed there- 
‘fore how ye hear.” Hearing the Word 
of God should be looked upon as a 
great privilege and when we hear it 
we are at once placed in the respon- 
sible position which involves upon 
us the duty of doing it—putting it 
into daily practice and a failure to 

’ do this means that we are mislead- 
ing our own selves. 

This applies to any or all of the 
Werd of God and the Church of God 
is bent on obeying all the Bible. There 
are many important teachings she 
sets forth too numerous to mention 
in this writing but we wish to call at- 
tention to one other, this is tithe pay- 
ing. If this subject were not a Bible

Doubtless, there are many who are 
crying for the deeper things God has 
in store for His children, while at 
the same time they are pocketing} 
God’s money and in this way they are 
misleading themselves..

The tithes are for the support of 
the ministers and I sincerely believe 
that if every member of the Church 
of God..would pay tithes there wouid 
be a sufficiency for this purpose. I base 
this statement on some _investiga- 
tions I have made. Out of several 
churches which pay a nice little sum 
of tithes, less than half of the mem- 
bers paid tithes and from what I 
learn from other ministers this is very 
general among the churches, of 
course, not all. Paying tithes is not 
a test of membership but it is a test 
of loyalty and if the above conditions 
do exist then the problem of this de- 
ficiency is solved. A church with a 
membership of one hundred and only 
ten pay tithes and the tithes from 
that church are fifty dollars, this 
means that if the other ninety paid 
tithes, the tithes would be about tive 
hundred. I fancy I hear God say, 
“Ye have robbed me.” If those who 
are not paying tithes knew the cir- 
cumstances of some of the ministers 
who are giving their time, energy and 
strength for the church and looking 
to the tithes for support, doubtless, 
they would realize what they are do- 
ing by holding the tithes. 

A minister, a district overseer, said, 
“All my time is taken up in the gos- 
pel work and nothing much comes 
from headqvarters and I get enough 
offerings only to pay my way and 
my wife and several little children 
at home have nothing to look to.” 
This is only one. Doubtless, there 
are many others in similar circum- 
stances. Why? The tithes are not 
all paid in. 


Each one needs to be a dver of this 
part of the Word and not hearers 
only. Many are waking up to this 
fact and are bringing in the tithes. 
This is right. I would not feel free 
to testify as a member of the Church 
of God and not pay tithes after I had 
heard the Word on the subject. To 
do so would show an act of deceit 
upon my part. 


Beloved, the time is here that we 
all, if we expect to progress with 
God, will necessarily have to bring 
up all sides of our duties.

News From Jerusalem 


Dear Brother Tomlinson, and Saints 
Everywhere—All Peace, Yea, Per- 
fect Peace, and at Such a Time, be 
Multiplied unto Thee With Abound- 
ing Love, Joy, Faith and Great 
Grace: 

God bless you. Glad the fire is 

in your bones. May it catch in the 
readers of the eighteen thousand pa- 
pers sent out each week and spread. 
I received a letter from Mississippi 
where I held a tent meeting in 1920 
saying the Church of God people were 
on fire for lost souls and found them 
on fire in Texas too. Hallelujah! Press 
the battle and keep the fire of God’s 
love in your hearts and souls spread- 
ing it everywhere you go. Amen! 
Many are watching the Jews and 
know from the Scriptures that they 
must return and they are returning 
but not in great numbers. The Balfour 
declaration giving Palestine to the 
Jews as a homeland, not nation, sim- 
ply homeland under English rule, as 
India and Egypt, has never been of- 
ficially signed by England and delega- 
tions went from Egypt and Palestine 
protesting against it. Also the Catho- 
lics who have their holiest places of 
worship are against this and oppose 
the Jew coming back. 
There were more Jews in Palestine 
before the war than now. Many were 
killed, many starved and many left. 
The Palestine government in report 
to the English government gave an 
estimate of 70,000 Jews ia Palestine 
and 500,000 Gentiles. 


The ground where Solomon’s tem- 
ple was built is in charge of the Mo- 
hammedans and: they have their 
second sacred or holy place there and 
all who go in must pull off their shoes 
or put cloth overshoes over theirs. In 
the letter printed Dec. 24th, I told you 
a vision a blessed. saint had of this 
being torn down but now every Fri- 
day, the Mohammedans Sunday or day 
of service, they go to a building on 
the grounds and pray and hold ser- 
vices but never hold service in the 
beautiful mask of Omar. It is over the 
Rock Moriah, where Abraham offered 
up the ram and was willing to offer 
up Isaac, it is too sacred. Mohamme- 
dans claim Mohammed in his flight 
came here and prayed on this rock to 
God and God heard him. 


This is the only place the Jews 
would build the temple and every 
Friday evening and Saturday they go 
to the old wall, on west side of the 
temple grounds and kiss the rock 
and weep and wail and pray 
for God to give them this ground 
and let them rebuild the tem- 
ple. This is called the Jewish Wailing 
place and the Jews have met here for 
nearly one thousand years and prayed 
for the country and temple to be re- 
stored to Palestine. 
A few are accepting Jesus, only a 
very few, but many are buying the 
New Testament and reading, some 
secretly for fear of other Jews. Pray 
for them! 

Jerusalem is a city of about one 
hundred thousand . people, most of 
them Jews. They have great in- 
fluence over the English govern- 
ment and ara more honest and 
upright then Christians (Catho- 
lics) who hate them bitterly and 
would slay all if they could or 
were not afraid of the English gov- 
ernment who protects the poor, des- 
pised and hated Jew. The Jews have 
their worship every Saturday in 
their many synagogues and fread 


the Bible all. together aloud in 
a low mumble, bowing and pray- 
ing at certain passages. Rom. 


11:25 says, “Blindness in part is hap- 
pened to Israel, until the fulness of 
the GENTILES BE come in.” In the 
eleventh verse, “Through their fall 
salvation is come unto the GEN- 
TILES.” 

Dear ones, especially preachers and 
Christian workers, read Romans elev- 
en and see how much we owe to the 
Jew and pray much for them. Send 
tracts and gospels to them, love 
them and tell them of a Savior’s love, 
and expect God to save them.
